OME Days ago feveral Inhabitants of 

' this City, among others the Brothers 
nam’d Mofcetta, who are of German 
Exiraction and contributed not a little 

to the laft Change of Governmenc, 

were taken into Cuftody by a Company of Sol- 
diers. The Caufe of their being apprehended is 
not known, but ’tis guels'd they have talk’d too 
freely of the prefent Regency. To Day the Coun- 
tels of Taun went to our Cathedral with a nume- 
rous Attendance of Ladies of Quality, as well Ger- 
mans as N-apolitans, to view the Head and coa- 
gulated Blood of St. Januarius Patron of this City. 
The Scarcity of Corn is become fo great here, that 
it has been found neceffary to open the publick 
Granarics, but the S:ores in chem cannot fuffice for 
above a Fortnight, therefore our Viceroy has given 
Order for bringing from Apulia by Landa great 
Quantity of Corn, though the Carriage by Horfes 
and Mules be very dear. The 26th a Council of 
War was held, to deliberate whether 1 might not be 
convenienr ¢» eftablith a Place of Arms in Calabria, 
in Order to oppofe all fudden Defcents which the 
Enemy may make in that Province, but no Refolu- 
tion was taken thereupon. We talk no longer of 
invading Sicily, but are taking Meafures to reduce 
to the Obedience of King Charles che Places in Tul 
cany that belongto the Crown of Spain. To that 
End 4 Batrallions of Imperialifts, 12 Pieces of hea- 
vy Cannon, 6 Mortars, and 2000 Bombs are A 
off : And our Viceroy defigns to caufe the reft of the 
Imperial Troops that are quarter’d in the Country 
to draw this Way, as wellto keep under Subjection 
the Populace of this City, as to fecure the Soldiers 
from the Fury of the Peafants of divers Villages, 
who kill all that come in their Way. His Exceilen- 
cy has order’dBarracks to be built for the {aid Troops 
near the Gate of Capua: And the Duke de Monte- 
Leone has the Infpection of that Building ; tho’ 
"tis not yet begun, becaufe the Perfon who has un- 
dertaken it, demands to be paid 10000 Ducats in 
Hand. The old Prince of Belvedere has withdrawn 
himfelf from bis Seat in Calabria, and ’tis not known 
Whither he is gone; which, with the Advice we 
have receiv’d from Sicily, that the Viceroy of that 
Kingdom has order’d all the Men fit fur Service in 
that Ifland, from 20 to 50 Years of Age, to hold 
themfelves ready to take Arms and imbark, give 
Umbrage to our Government. The Prince d’ El- 
boeuf is atriv’d here in 15 Days from Barcelona ; 
and has brought an Account of the Janding of the 
Forces there from Italy, and that his Catholick Ma- 
jelly has appointed Cardinal Grimani to be Viceroy 
ot this Kingdom, which caufes great Rejoycing 
here. The faid Prince d’ Elboeuf is made a Grandee 
of Spain, and Major General, with a yearly Pen- 
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fion of 5000 Crowns, befides an Affignment of 1500 
Crowns, out of the Reveuucs ot te Bithoprick of 
Tarenum.,
